into a thick labyrinth and climbing to 
great heights on nearby poles or trees. 
The base grows to about an inch or 
two in thickness and is easily cut.

thick milky fluid flows 
freely.

fluid, w'hen dry, is plastic and

sembles pure rubber both in color and 
elasticity.

eral Reserve bank building in Cleve­ 
land. has all the appearance of a 
friendly workingman taking a need­ 
ed rest. 
But his stalwart figure is a shield 
behind w'hieh lies protection for the 
kings’ ransoms of money that are 
stored in the vaults behind his broad 
back. 
Were there an attack on the bank, 
the panels at the feet of the statue 
would swing back and the noses of 
a row of vicious looking one-pound­ 
ers would be disclosed ready to bark 
from beneath “Energy’s” feet. 
There are other innocent looking 
statues in front of the big building 
that are camouflage for the muzzles 
of guns put there to protect the gold 
stored in the bank.
